Baker Meredith Hears Nothing. 

Although George Meredith, a baker, with 
his wife d two grown sons, slept in 
shop that is separated from the rear wall of 
the bank by a space of less than three feet, he 
heard no ound of the explosion. This may 
be accounted for by the fact that the walls of 
the vault deadened the sound. 

Nothing unusual was heard or seen except 
by one person, a young farmer named Blaine, 
who saw a light in the bank at 1 o’clock in the 
morning as he was passing through the village 
on his way home from a party. Although it 
is known that no light is kept in the bank, the 
unusual circumstance did not excite Blaine’s 
curiosity, and he did not stop to investigate. 
When he heard of the robbery he told what he 
had seen, 3 

No watchman has been employed in the 
bank nor is there any in the village. 
was therefore nothing whatever to disturb the 
burglars, and they were able to\work at their 
leisure. They evidently knew this and took 
no particular pains to conceal their opera- 
tions. They entered the bank by the front 
door, which is right at the corner.of the prin- 
cipal street. They effected an entrance by 
prying the door open. 

In addition to the money in the vault there 
was $1,000 in currency and silver which had 
been set on top of the safe. This was taken. 

Stockholders the Only Losers. 


The bank is solvent,” said C. Durkes, the 
Vice-President. No one will lose a cent ex- 
cept the stockholders, and they are able to 
lose it. We can stand it, I guess. “Anyhow 
we are going to open our doors for business 
tomorrow morning. Our capital is not im- 
paired ; the loss will not exceed the surplus 
and undivided profits. Our bills receivable 
and books are all right. Sunday morning the 
directors checked up all the securities and the 
book is untouched. No papers were taken. 

As to the loss, I do not care to say how 
much was taken—in fact, I do not know. Be- 
sides, we will probably realize something on 
the mutilated currency. We are going to send 
it to Washington, and the government will re- 
deem as much of it as can be identified. But 
the loss is not nearly so large as reported. 
The loss, I think, was about half the amount 
usually on deposit. How much was that? O, 
about $10,000 or $12,000. Mostof what 
was taken was in gold. I do not know just 
how much gold we had on hand. The cur- 
rency was lying in front of a package of pa- 
pers in the inner steel chest, exposed to the 
action of the explosive, and was torn into 
fragments, so they did not get much 
good of that. But we do not care to have the 
amount of the loss known.”

found everything in wild confusion. 

at the entrance to the vault was covered with 
begrimed and battered silver coins and frag- 
ments of steel and paper. I immediately 
telegraphed to Chicago for a de- 
tective and notified Sherif G. F. 
Stain brook of Lee County at 
Dixen. I also notified the Sheriff of Ogle 
County. Neither has been here. Then we 
closed the doors and put in the day searchmg 
for whatever clews the burglars might have 
left behind and in trying to learn the extent 
of our loss. They overlooked some money in 
the till and a bag containing $100 in silver 
that lay ona shelf. They also overlqoked a 
lot of silverware under the counter or else 
they did not want silverware.”’ 

The Franklin County Bank has been doing 
business for ten years. It was incorporated 
in 1889. J. D. Lahman is President, C. 
Durkes is Vice-President, and W. C. Durkes 
Cashier. The stockholders are S. W. Riggies, 
Henry Hausen, E. C. Thomas, Joseph 
Stevens, Mrs. Anna Dow, and L. C. Wach- 
smuth of Chicago. 

Where They Secured the Tools. 


The burglars broke into two blacksmith 
shops to secure tools to do the work. Appar- 
ently they first pried the doors of F. E. Selp’s 
shop open, but not finding exactly what they 
wanted they took only a cold chisel. The 
shop of Elmer Orner was entered and two 
sledges, two cold chisels, anda monkey wrench 
taken. 

The handle of one sledge was sawed off to 
make it more convenient for working at close 
quarters. The other sledge and one cold 
chisel have not yet been found. It was evi- 


dent that the burglars used a much larger

The men who did 
the work must have been acquainted with the 
bank and the location of the vault, as not a 
single false move was made. 


People who live here are telling of four 


strange men who were seen on the streets of 
Franklin Grove yesterday. Descriptions have 
been given to the bank officials, and these may 
aid in the capture of the men, 


The generally accepted theory is that the 
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Cash Amounting to $42,000 Is operated 
On, and Owners of Eagles and Double 
Eagles Had Better Examine Their 
Money~The Trick Worked at No. 64 
Adams Street by an Alleged Destist and 
His Pals=Escape of the Principal 
Swindlers. | 


Every man in Chicago who owns $10 and 
$20 gold pieces will be anxiously measuring 
his coins today. There is at least $42,000 
of this kind of currency which has been ar- 
tistically trimmed of $1 worth of metal and 
remilled in circulation. This new wrinkle 
in “sweating” is the work of a 
gang of crooks who operated their 
scheme in the heart of the = city. 
The swindle was discovered last Friday by 
officials of the Union Trust Company’s Bank. 
Capt. Porter of the United States Secret 
Service was at once notified and has been 
working on the case ever since, Last night 
three arrests were made, but the prin- 
cipal crooks escaped the night before, 
taking the most of their tools with them. 
W. F. Shaw of No. 390 Washington boule- 
vard and James L. Wilcox of Noa 158 South 
Wood street are the men who escaped. Ralph 
Wilcox, brother of James L. Wilcox, and 
Mrs. James L. Wilcox are both under arrest 
and have confessed to aiding indisposing of 
the mutilated coim and in purchasing new 
coin at the Umon Trust Company's Bank. 
Warrants for two unknowns men are 
also issued, and other arrests will follow, 

A. R. Peck, a North Side dentist who is sup- 
posed to have been one of the principals in 
the scheme, was arrested at midnight at No. 
721 North Wells street. Peckwas taken to 
the Marshal’s room in the Federal building, 
but declined todo much talkimg. Marshal 
Hitchcock said that Peck admitted receiving 
the gold sweated from the coins. Peck is 
33 years old and was a lecturerat the Chica. 
go Dental College, 

Trimming the Coin. 


The scheme consisted in turning the gold 
pieces down a trifle on theouter rim until 
about $1 or $2 worth of gold was secured 
and afterward remilling the coin so perfectly 
that the work could only be de- 
weighing the coin, 
and the work done indicates perfect work- 
manship. The headquarters of the gang was 
at No, 64 Adams street, where rooms were 
engaged from Mrs. Hawley, the landlady. 
They brought with them, beside a small 
amount of baggage, a heavy piece of machin- 
ery which, they said, was a machine used by 
dentists to polish plates. It afterward proved 
to be the lathe used in mutilating the coin. 

Wilcox and his wife e their room at 
the Hawley Fiat Dec. 19. Wilcox told Mrs. 
Hawley that he was a dentist and wanted a 
quiet room to work in. He asstired her that 
he merely wanted to polish dental 
plates in the room and would use no 
chemicals. The couple selected a room 
on the top story with broad win- 
dows, through which bright light poured. 
There are no tall buildings directly opposite, 
and from those in the neighborhood only an 
imperfect view of the room could have been 
obtained if any person happened to be 
anxious to know what went on within it, 

Hears the Machine at Work. 

Wildon brought a trunk or two, Mrs, Haw- 
ley says. In the course MH a day she heard the 
whirring of a machine ii his room. It was a 
noise similar to that made by a sewing ma- 
chine, not loud enough to disturb any of the 
lodgers, but noticeable. Mrs. Hawley de- 
clares that it did not attract her at- 
tention particularly and in a day 
or two she ceased to remark it. 
It became interesting again, however, for a 
brief time as a result of the report made by 
Mrs. Hawley’s chambermaid. 

The servant is colored,’”’ said Mrs. Haw- 
ley. She told me that Dr. Wilcox, as he 
called himself, seemed to object to her spend- 
ing any un¥eeessary time inthe room. He 
wänte 1 it arranged as quickly as possible, 
When he went out to breakfast with his wife 
at aneighboring restaurant the servant was 
given the key of the room and told to hurry 
through her work. She noticed that the ma- 
chine which made the noise was care- 
fully covered up when Dr. Wilcox went 
out. I thought thiga little curious, but soon 
ceased to think about it. I had noidea that 
the machine was used for illegal purposes 
until the officers told me.”’ 

Mrs. Hawley says the machine was never 
worked at night, but most of the day it was 
in operation. Wiltox and his wife went out 
but little, but ifvariably together. The 
“doctor,” she says, was a model 
lodger, paying his bills promptly, always 
polite and geéiitlemanly in his actions. 
Two or three men occasionally called to see 
Wilcox. They went directly to his room and 
usuaily-long conferences were held. He says 
she did not specially notice them. 

‘* Tuesday night,“ said Mrs. Hawley, * Dr. 
Wilcox said his father had been dangerously 
hurt in St. Paul, It would be necessary for 
him to go away, His baggage would be sent 
for the next day, he said. He left with his wife. 
This morning lis brother—that is, the servant 
said it was his brother—called and notified 
me that a mit would come for the trunks, 
Officers were in the house at the time. They 
waited and when the expressman came they 
followed him. The man took away one trunk, 
leaving some baggage behind. I don’t know 
when the machine was taken away, unless it 
was packed ia the trunk.“ 

Mr. Shaw’s Bank Account, 

W. F. Shawopened a bank account with the 
Union Trust Company Bank about two weeks 
ago. He deposited a few hundred dollars 
and at once @immenced to buy gold coin at 
the rate of from $200 to $700aday. A 
similar amotint of other currency was depos- 
ited every day and the account kept about on 
the balances When they cleared out they left 
but $9.16 to their credit in the bank. 

It was af attempt to draw this balance 
which led tg the capture of Capt. C. H. Shaw, 
a son of N. F. Shaw, yesterday afternoon. 
He presented a check signed by his father and 
was arrested by Capt. Porter, who had been

an expressman drove up with an order for the 
goods belonging to Shaw and Wilcox. Capt. 
Porter was sent for, and he and 
Hitchcock followed the expressman with a 
cab. He drove to No. 158 South Wood street, 
where Ralph and Mrs, Wilcox were arrested. 
The goods taken from the rooms on Adams 
street consisted of several boxes of 
fine machinist’s tools. The lathe had 
been takén by the leaders of the gang 
when they left the city the night before. The 
couple ar have confessed their connec- 
tion with the case and seem anxious to give 
all desired information to the authorities. 


President Rawson’s Story. 


“Shaw’s partner had an account with us 
some years ago,” said President Rawson of 
the Union Trust company last night. This 
gave him an introduction to our bank. 
Two weeks ago he and Wilcox 
began to come to the bank every day after 
$20 gold pieces. They got from $200 to 
$700 worth every day, and we thought it 
strange they always demanded $20 pieces. 
This was kept up and we became suspicious, 
especially when Shaw made the cashier a 
present of a box of cigars New Year’s day. 
This is unusual in the banking business, and 
we at once notified Capt. Porter that we be- 
lieved the men were doing a crooked busi- 
ness. N 

As near as I can learn the men took about 
$1.50 worth of gold from each double eagle, 
I don’t think the banks have lost any money 
in the transaction, as the crooks evidently got 
rid of the mutilated coin in a retail way.

AUSTIN WANTS THE ELEVATED EOAD. 
Cieero’s Town Board Asked. te “Give. It 


Street Flex om any is péfectly wil lin 
to satisfy the want. Both of these conclusions 
were reached at a tmass-meeting held last 
night at Austin. M. H. Alberger, Gen- 
eral Manager, Hiram Thompson, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and A. W. Green, attorney, of the 
Lake Street Elévated railroad were in turn 
presented by the Chairman and subjected to 
the questionings of the audience. Mr. Green 
said the company he represented wished to 
build the road along South boulevard, adja- 
cent to the right of way of the Northwestern 
railroad company, and would be able to have 
the road in operation within six months. They 
would carry passengers from Austin to Chica- 
go in twenty-two minutes for five cents. 
All the -road asked of the citizens of Austin 
was a 24-foot right of way along South boule- 
vard. The meeting expressed itself formally 
through a set of resolutions addressed to 
the Town Board of Cicero asking its mem- 
bers to immediately pass an ordinance 
granting the necessary right of way, 
It was also asked that in consideration of the 
franchise sought the Lake Street Elevated 
railroad company be required to pave South 
boulevard its entire length of two and a half 
miles; that the right of way be the twenty- 
four feet adjacent to the Northwestern rail- 
road’s right of way; that the company be re- 
quired to keep the street in a sightly condi- 
tion; and that the Town Board should use its 
efforts to protect property-owners from ex- 
pensive litigation in securing damages.

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FROM LUXURY TO JAIL 


MRS. SOOTT’S OREDIT WITH EXPEN- 
SIVE HOTELS FAILS HER 


Aftera Few Months’ Residence at Chicago 
Beach, the Lakota, and Other Fashiona- 
ble Hostelries She Is Placed Under Ar- 
rest=Her Bundle of Diamonds and 
Checks Proves to Be Worthless- She 
Registers as Mrs. Evelyn Farrell and 
Has a Maid. | 


Mrs. James Scott, wife of an Evanstonian, 
who for six months has been living at the bast 
hotels in Chicago as Mrs. Evelyn Ferrell of 
Brooklyn,” slept last night in the County 
Jail. Proprietors of establishments honored 
with her presence say the jail will quit 
loser in its dealing with her unless unusual 
care is taken by the manager of that hostelry. 

The Chicago Beach Hotel sheltered her 
until her bill reached 8300; then she left with- 
out telling Mr. Leland where to send her letters. 
She moved to the Lakota and accumulated 
an account of $585. Then she moved, just 
where no one exactly knows. Detective Dier 
was put on the case by the hotel people and 
finally located the woman at No. 336 Center 
street. where she was living as Mrs. Scott. 
She was arrested on complaint of the Chicago 
Beach Hotel people, taken before Justice 
Everett, and held to the Criminal Court in 
$1,000 bonds. She did not appear in Branch 
No. 2 of the Criminal Court yesterday when 
her case was called. Detective Dier then ar- 


y rested her on another warrant sworn out by 


the Lakota people, and she was lodged in jail.

Carriages and Dinners Galore, 

Nothing, apparently, was too good for the 
woman when on the tidal wave of success.

Assistant Manager Harrison E. Downs of the 
Lakota last night took off his hat to her as 
the most accomplished woman of her class 
he has ever met. He said: 

She came to the Lakota early in October, 
accompanied by a maid. She registered as 
Mrs. Evelyn Farrell and maid, Brooklyn, N. 
Y. She gave the maid’s name as Emma Bol- 
linger. The first thing they did on reaching 
the Lakota was to hand me two envelopes. 
These were well stuffed. She told me they 
contained diamonds, jewels, a draft for $600, 
and other valuables. I gave them receipts 
for these and put them in the vault. 
She took one of the finest suites 
of rooms in the house on the east front. She 
ordered and used carriages, victorias, and the 
finest vehicles, The first day they were here 
the maid went into the American dining- 
room. I told Mrs. Farrell that the maid 
would be charged full rates if she ate there 
and she replied with a flourish: ‘I want my 
maid to have as good as there is in the house.’ 
She brought a fine piano to the house and had 
it placed in her rooms just about the end 
of the first week. When I rendered the 
first weekly bill to her she said: 
‘Let my piano be the security.“ 
She had many extra meals served to private 
parties she gave. 
splendid equipages almost every afternoon. 
She said her wealth was in real estate in 
Brooklyn and Chicago, never mentioning the 
exact location, and that a Mr. Curry was her 


asked me for her envelope. She gave me the 
receipt. I asked her if there was anything 
wrong.

„That was the total of the diamonds and 


valuables she had put up. I began searching 
for her early in November. I hunted through 
all the hotels and boarding-houses of the city 
to no effect. Then she was arrested by Pri- 
vate Detective J. A. Dier of the Chicago 
Beach Hotel. 

Maid Lays Claim to the Piano. 

“Soon after she was arrested the maid 
came and claimed the piano, saying it was 
hers and that she simply had rented it to Mrs. 
Farrell. I reminded her that she was present 
when Mrs. Farrell claimed the piano as hers 
when she placed it as security. Anyhow, she 
replevined the piano. We beat her in Justice 
court and she appealed it. So it stands at 
present.

Rumor That Treasurer Bransfield Will Do 
Business with Other Banks. 

City Treasurer Bransfield will, it is stated, 
remove the city funds from the banks where 
they are now placed to a new set of deposi- 
tories. The money is at present in the Metro- 
politan National Bank, Corn Exchange Bank, 
American Trust and Savings Bank, Globe Na- 


tional Bank, and Atlas National Bank. These 


banks are the signers of Mr, Bransfield’s,bond 
and should the city’s money be withdrawn 


from their keeping they would of course ean- 
cel the instrument. More or less effort, it’ 
was asserted yesterday, had been made by 
other banks, as part of a syndicate, to secure 
a shifting of the accounts. They were willing 
to furnish a bond for the ‘Treasurer in place 
of the one which a change would cause to be 
canceled. : 

The story told was that a large element of 
politics was in the whole matter. The pres- 
ent group of bondsmen was formed by a 
banker who was an ardent supporter ot the 
late Mayor Harrison. Another banker who 
op 
that his institution should care for part of the 
money, but he would not join the present 
syndicate. According to the report the in- 
tended change of depositories was somewhat 
influenced by a certain clash which arose be- 
tween Bransfield and his bondsmen immedi- 
ately after he took office. This is un in-

The appropriation bill which appears in 
the proceedings of the Council March 24, 
1893, contains this clause:

For.a General Freight Rate in the West. 


An endeayor to frame a general freight rate 
agreement such as can be put in force at all 
‘important Western points on east-bound traf- 
fie was begun today by the freight officers of 
all the important railroads operating in trunk 
line and Central Tratfic territory, besides man 
other. roads east of the Mississippi and nort 
Commissioner J. F. God- 
dard presided, and the followmg roads were 
represented by either their traffic managers 
or general freight agents: New York Central, 
Pennsylvania, Erie, Lackawanna, Baltimore 
and Ohio, Philadelphia and Reading, West 
Shore; Grand Trunk, the Big Four, 
Chieago. and Grand Trunk, Chesa- 

wake and Ohio, Norfolk and Western, 
Lake Shore, and Nickel-Plate. George 
Blanchard, Chairman of the Central Traffic 
Association, was also present, A general 
form of agreement for the maintenance of 
rates on éast-bound freight was submitted for 
diseussion. It embraced several clauses and 
the meeting did not get beyond the third 
clause today. A unanimous desire was ex- 
pressed to get a uniform rate agreement that 
can be applied effectively at ali of the West- 
ern gateways to east-bound traffic. Before 
their final adjournment the freight officers 
will consider a special report from Commis- 
sioners Goddard and Blanchard on export 
rates.

COMMISSIONER SCHRAUB’S OLEO FIGHT: 


The New York Official Using All Agencies 
Against the Traffic. 

Aupany, N. X., Jan. 3.—The oleomargarine 
war is becoming lively. Armour & Co. Satur- 
day commenced an action in the Circuit 
Court of the United States seeking to enjoin- 
ing Fred C. Schraub, the New York State 
Commissioner of Agriculture, or his deputies, 
from enforcing the provisions of the State 
laws on the subject of the sale of oleomargar- 
ine until such time as a decision can be had 
in the United States Court on the 
right of Armour & Co, to sell these goods in 
the original packages under the inter-State 
commerce decisions. They state in their 
complaint that their product is a purely 
healthy one, and that they have an undoubted 
right to sell the same in unbroken packages; 
that the action of the Commissioner, in his 
effort to prevent their sales, has already 
caused them incalculable damage, and that he 
threatens to continue his opposition to their 
sales unless an injunction is granted. 

The Commissioner says that Armour & Co. 
is seeking to enjoin an official of the State 
government from discharging his duty under 
th@law, which was designed for the protec- 
tion of all the citizens of the State from the 
fraudulent sale of dairy products, and that if 
such an injunction is granted Armour & Co. 
could oy | sell their goods and flood the 
State with them to their great benefit while 
the matter is being determined in the 
courts, and then if the court shall 
finally decide that the proposition of the State 
was right under the statute Armour & Co. 
would have profited illegally to the extent of 
millions of dollars, for which the, State would 
have no redress, © Commissioner has a 
well-defined plan of action on which he has 
been operating and has refused to be brought 
by. Armour & Co, into an action in the Zu- 
preme Court, in which he was plaintiff, until 
the State courts had had an opportunity to 
declare the intent and meaning of the statute. 

Commissioner* Schraub recommended to 
Gov. Flower that he should bring this matter 
to the attention of the Legislature through his 
message, which the Governor did, calling 
upon the Legislature to memorialize Congress 
upon the necessity of additional legislation on 
the subject. 

At the request of the Commissioner Senator 
Hill today offered in the United States Senate 
an act to regulate the sale of oleomargarine 
or any imitation of butter or cheese, and will 
strenuously urgt its passage, The provisions 
of the bill are as follows: 

That all articles known as oleomargarine, but- 
terine, imitation butter. or imitation cheese, or 
any substance in semblance of butter or cheese, 
not the usual product of the dairy, and not made 
exclusively of pure and unadulterated milk or 
cream, transported into any — or Territory 
or remaining therein fer use, consumption, sale, 

‘therein, shall, upon arrival in such 
erritory, be subject to the operation 
and effect of the laws of the said State or Ter- 
ritory, and the exercise of its police powers to 
the same extent: and in the same manner as 
though such articles or substances had been pro- 
duced in such State or Territory and shall not 
be exempt therefrom by reason of be intro- 
duced therein in original packages or otherwise. 

The Commissioner has also brought suit 
against the agents of Armour & Co. at Utica, 
N. X., and will enjoin them from continuing 
their sales, and will also immediately com-

Their 
victim fell heavily, but, fearing he 
might be able to ery for as. 
sistance, théy continued to beat him 
until his head was almost cut to pieces. They 
then hastily went through his pockets and 
secured nearly $600, w 
his coat. The robbers then hastened out of the 
yard by a rear door and made their escape, 

Saw the Assault and Fainted. 

While this scene was being enacted a woman 
living in the third flat of a neighboring struct- 
ure had been. looking out the window and 
witnessed the assault. She attempted to 
out, but.the strain was too great and she fell 
to the floor in a faint. When she recovered a 
few minutes later she r gave the alarm. 

Mrs. Lottie Alirich, Mr. Allrich’s wife, was 
the first one down-stairs. She found her hus- 
band lying in a great pool of blood, streams 
of which were winding down the walk and 
on to the ground. His head was gashed upon 
almost every inch of its surface and he was 
unconscious. A number of neighbors gath. 
— at the spot and carried Mr, Allrieh up. 
stairs.

MUCH NEEDED REGULATIONS. 


‘Accident Insurance Companies Must Give 
Bonds—Bank Inspection. 

Coluunps, O., Jan, 3,—[Special. ]—Alleged 
reform in insurance business in this State was 
the object of a bill introduced by Mr. Felton 
in the General Assembly today. Under the 
laws of the State foreign insurance companies 
doing business in this State are required to 
deposit with the State Insurance Commission- 
er bonds or other valid securities to the 
amount of $100,000 as a guarantee of the 
performance of their obligations to the policy- 
holders. Accident insurance companies which 
have come into the State more recently are 
not governed by this law, however, and there 
is no redress for a defrauded _ policy- 
holder with a company having its 
office and its property outside the State. Mr. 
Felton’s bill provides that every accident in- 
surance company doing business in this State 
must deposit bonds with the Insurance Com- 
missioner just the same as any other insurance 


company. 

Representative James of Wood County in- 
troduced a bill providing for the iaspection of 
State banks. It is an important measure and 
will * subject of oe 38 ao 
Bank Examiner, according to t , is tu 
inspect every State banking institution In the 
State each year. Provision is made that a 
bank must have a certain amount of eapital 
stock, graded according-to the population of 
the town or city in which it is located—from 

5,000 in a village of 1,000 inhabitants to 

50,000 in cities of more than 10,000 in- 
habitants. Each bank is to pay a fee of $10 
a day for the time of in- 
spector, and the ‘banks are required 
to open ir books for -inspection 
under penalty of a fine. The acceptance of 
deposits when a bank is insolvent is made 
punishable with a fine of $10,000 and impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for not more than 
five years, or both. 

In the House this morning Representative 
Lewis boat of Delaware County reported 
his resolution urging Congressmen from Ohio 
to oppose the free wool feature of the Wilson 
tariff bill.

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NEW WITNESS TESTIFIES THAT 
ALIOE MARTIN WAS HIS WIFE. 


George H. Painter's Attorneys Find Per- 
sons Who Make Affidavit to Her Rela- 
tions with the Texan—He Beat Her 
When She Failed to Give Him Money 
Richard Roche Says He Saw Blood on 
the Man's HandseAttorney Foster 
Leaves Today for Sherman, Tex.. 


Attorney C. H. Black burn, who is gathering 
evidence which he hopes will clear George H. 
Painter of the murder of Alice Martin, yester- 
day secured an affidavit which he says is one 
of the most iin portant links in the chain that 
will prove Dick Edwards the guilty 
A married woman, whose name the at- 
torneys do not wish to divuige until the case 
has been presented to Gov. Altgeld, in a 
sworn btatemeut says that some years ago 
while she was the forewoman of a Chicago 
manufacturing establishment she remembered 
that there was among the girls under her su- 
pervision one Alice Edwards. Each pay 
night, the affidavit states, a man called for 
Alice and accompanied her home. The fore- 
woman asked the girl about her companion. 
Alice Edwards told her, she says. that the man 
was her bugband and that his name 
was “Dick” Edwards. She says that 
Alice acknowledged that Edwards beat her 
whenever she could not furnish him with 
money. The forewdman advised the girl to 
leave him and secured her a position as serv- 
ant with a relative. But Edwards continued 
to follow her with repeated demands for 
money. At times he forced her to ask her 
for 50 cents and to give the money to him, 


A year before the murder, the afflant says, 


she saw Alice Edwards on the West Side and 
was told that she had married Painter and 
was living an upright life, 

Identifies Edwards’ Picture. 

This is the first person we have found who 
knows that Alice Martin knew Edwards for 
any length of time, said Attorney Black- 
burn. The woman who made the affidavit,” 
he continued, is intelligent and in good cir- 
cumstances. It is in consideration for her 
that I cannot give her name. She identified 
the photograph of Edwards as the man whom 
she knew as Alice Edwards’ husband.”’ 

Since the theory of Edwards’ connection 
with the crime has been advanced the attor- 
neys for Painter have obtained numerous 
affidavits pointing to the guilt of the Texas 
convict. Richard Roche claims to hdve seen 
Edwards in the Gault House half an hour 
after the murder. Others allege that Ed- 
wards was seen to go into the Green street 
house. with Alice Martin a few minutes before 
the murder. As to the relations which ex- 
isted only circumstantial evidence could be 
located by the attorneys. murdered 
woman and Edwards had been seen together 
on several occasions. Further than that 
nothing showing a provocation for the crime 
could be found. According to the attorneys 
for Painter there must have been some cause 
and the affidavit which was secured yesterday 
goes to clear up a great portion of this mys- 


tery. 
Morris Stops a Quarrel. 


In addition to this David D. Morris, a con- 
tractor and builder, No. 66 State street, made 
an affidavit yesterday which, according to At- 
torney Black burn, goes to strengthen the the- 
ory of the defense. Mr. Morris is the brother- 
in-law of Mrs. Augusta Roth. He. says he 
went to the house at No. 86 Green street to 
look after some repairs. While engaged in 
conversation with Mrs. Roth. he asserts, he 
heard noises from the third floor. Mrs. Roth 
informed him that some man was quarreling 
with Alice Martin and asked him to go up- 
stairs end stop the quarrel. Morris says he 
wentup and heard the man curse in loud 
tones. He opened the door and asked him to 
stop. The man, he says, leoked much like 
the picture of Edwards which was shown 
him. Qn another occasion 
Alice Martin hiding behind a 
this same man. 

Attorney Foster will leave today for Sher- 
man, Tex., in company with a number of wit- 
nesses who he thinks will identify Edwards. 

Sprinerietp, III., Jan. 3.— [Special. 
George H. Painter, the condemned murderer 
of Alice Martin, has one more chance for 
his life. The reprieve recently uted ex- 
pires Jan. 12, but Gov. Altgeld will give his 
attorneys a hearing next Saturday on a peti- 
taon for executive clemency. If the Governor 
declisies to interfere further, as is probabie, 
Painter will be hanged Jan. 12.

MORE TROOPS SENT TO SICILY. 


The New Prefect Reports That the Fasel 
Is Well Armed=Other Engagements, 

Roux, Jan. 3.—The situation in Sicily is re- 
garded with increasing alarm by the govern- 
ment. Gen. Mocenni, War Minister, has 
called under arms another section of the class 
of 1869. This section is 6,000 strong. The 
troops now in Sicily number 40,000. Two 


hundred reserve officers also are reported to 


have been called out for service. 

Gen. Morra di Lavriano, who was sent to 
Palermo to take Sig. Colmayer’s place as Pre- 
fect, this morning sent the dispatch which de- 
termined Gen. Mocenni to call out the troops, 
He informed the government that the Fasci 
dei Lavoratori, the most powerful secret so- 
ciety in Sicily, has thousands of firearms and 
much ammunition ready for a general out- 
break. Gen. Morra di Lavriano will be or- 
dered to seize these war materials as soon as 
possible. It is said that Premier Giolitti had 
all the information contained in this dispatch, 
but ignored it. as he believed the situation in 
Sicily was not so bad as reported. The pres- 
ent Cabinet, however. will make every effort 
to enforce rigorous measures against Sicilian 
secret societies of revolutionary tendencies, 
and the plenary powers granted to the new 
Prefect at Palermo indicate Premier Crispi’s 
purpose to suppress the Fasci and kindred so- 
cieties. 

The heavy snow-storms in several parts of 
Italy have interfered greatly with telegraphic 
communication, and the additional details of 
the riots in the smaller Sicilian towns within 
the last two days have comein slowly. This 
evening a dispatch from Cultanisetta said that 
eight men were killed in the riots at Pietra- 
perzia yesterday. The peasants in the mob 
tried to disarm the soldiers, who were com- 
pelled to fire at close quarters to protect 
themselves, In the Village of Gibellina, 
Province of Trapani, the anti-tax rioters 
burned several houses today. A notorious 
usurer who ‘tried to pacify them was shot 
dead. The military charged the mob twice, 
but without effect, and then fired, killing five 
and wounding nine or ten. 

The Central Socialist committee met in 
Palermo this evening and declared its inten- 
tion to issue a manifesto, ‘‘ appealing to the 
people to renounce violence which will be 
alike fatal to the prospects of Sicily and the 
Socialist party.“ 

An anti-tax mob stoned the doors and win- 
dows of the town hallin the City of Trapani, 
Sicily, this evening. Police dispersed the 
rioters. Late in the evening two petards 


were exploded in the grounds of Senator 


Giuseppe d' Alis“ house in Trapani. They did 
only slight damage. Accounts of the riot in 
Gibellina vary somewhat. A dispatch just re- 
ceived says that a priest tamed Casapinta 


and a police magistrate were killed by the 


mob that shot down the usurer. 

Loxpox, Jan. 4.—The Daily News has this 
story from Sicily: The residents of the Vil- 
lage of Terrasini were burning the octroi 
bureaus. Troops arrived, and the Lieutenant 


in command ordered them to get ready to 


fire, A woman in the crowd ran to the Lieu- 
tenant, held up a portrait of Margherita, and 
asked him to kiss it. The other rioters knelt 
and shouted: ‘ Kill us, we are already dying 
of hunger.’ The Lieutenant withdrew his 
troops and the riot ceased.“

Hitherto they 
have believed that a long term of penal servi- 
tude would be the greatest punish- 
ment meted out to them, but 
now they fear, what is exttemely 
probable, that they will be condemned to be 
shot. It is the general belief that the prison- 
ers, some of whom have confessed that they 
singly were responsible for crimes which it is 
almost certain they did not commit, the con- 
fessions having undoubtedly been made for 
the pur of confusing the authorities and 
delaying their trials, Will now deny the truth 
of their confessions. 

Mbp, Jan. 8.—The United Press has 
this statement from an official souree: The 
bill that has been. prepared to repress anarch- 
ism defines what public demonstrations and 
what public incitations to erime are punish- 
able; what private acts are construed as con- 
spiracy ; and what is included in the crimes of 
printing seditious documents, purchasing,

Loxnox, Jan. 3.—A dispateh from Rio 
Janeiro says that the commanders of the for- 
eign vessels now at Rio Janeiro have ad- 
dressed a communication to Admiral de 
Gama, commanding the insurgent Brazilian 
squadron before Rio Janeiro in the absence 
of Admiral de Mello, requesting him not to 
bombard the city unless he is first attacked 
by the government forces on shore. 

A dispatch from Pernambuco says that the 
American ship San Francisco, the flagship of 
Rear-Admiral Beuham, has received orders 
to join the American squadron at Rio Janeiro. 
It filled its bunkers with coal at Pernambuco 
and sailed fur its destination today. The 
usual international salutes were exchanged 


New Year’sday. Rear-Admiral Benham vis- 


ited the Governor of Pernambuco yesterday, 
and later the Governor returned the visit on 
board the San Francisco. 

A dispatch from Pernambuco says: The 
government cruiser Nictheroy has not yet 
sailed, owmg to trouble connected with pay- 
ing its crew. Rio news is meager and unre- 
liable. It is reported that Admiral Mello, 
learning of the arrival here of the govern- 
ment crusier America, turned back south- 
ward. The American and German naval com- 
manders notified; Admiral da Gama Tuesday 
that they would not permit further bombard- 
ing of the city until sure anchorage for mer- 
chant vessels loading and unloading should 
be guaranteed.“

Latest reports received here about 
these warships are that they were still far 
from being in shape. 

Burros Ayres, Jan. 3.—The insurgents in 
Rio Grande do Sul are marching on Santa 
Ana, which the government has abandoned. 

[Thomas Conner, No. 3552 Vincennes avenue, 
has recently returned from Brazil, where he has 
been looking after the coffee interests of his firm. 
He was in Rio at the time of the outbreak of the 


Mello rebellion and for two months during the 


present siege of the city. He said: It was a 
pretty lively time at first, and Mello started in to 
tear down the town. The interference of the 
naval force of the other nations, at the request of 
the business element, confined Mello’s opera- 
tions to the forts at the harbor entrance 
and in the rear of the town. There 
is little difference in the business vortion of the 
city from the pre-rebellion period. In the sub- 
urbs, however, the shells that fail to reach the 
forts behind the town give much trouble, and 
that section is comparatively deserted. It is not 
true, as ofttimes asserted, that the people of Rio 
are opposed to Peixoto. If Mello had any con- 
siderable following in the city he would not hesi- 
tate to effect a landing and the cupture of the 
town. Peixoto has the confidence of the citi- 
zens and business interests, save the En- 
glish. He has, with the militia, 16,000 men 
under arms, all of whom, with probably 
few exceptions, are loyal to his govern- 
ment. He has given Brazil a sound business ad- 
ministration and I believe he will win the fight, 
as he deserves. The interven*ion of the foreign 
war vessels to prevent a blockade of the port 
permits the exportation of coffee, and the export 
duty being paid keeps the treasury of the govern- 
ment in 4 good condition. Mello is terribly ex- 
asperated when he sees the ccffee-laden vessels 
go by his fleet, and had he the slightest hold on 
the people of Rio he would long since have 
made an effort to capture the . city. 
Once in possession of the coffee duty he would 
have things his own. way. Coffee rules in Brazil 
and he is the President who holds its purse- 
strings. With the Nictheroy and America, that 
Peixoto purchased in New York, there ought to 
be no trouble in chasing the insurgent fleet from 
Rio, and that once done the affair is over. 


MEN PRESSED INTO PERU’S ARMY. 


Frantic Efforts to Increase the Regular 
Forces=Classes Who Are Taken.

Lima, Peru, via Galveston, Tex., Jan. 3.— 
[Copyright, 1894, by James Gordon Bennett.) 
—The government authorities here are going 
to great lengths in their efforts to levy 
soldiers to serve in the regular army. Even 
boys 12 years old are seized in 
the streets by the recruiting details and 
dragged to the barracks. It was impossible 
to bury some corpses which had been taken to 
the cemetery for interment yesterday, as the 
gravediggers and laborers employed there 
had been forcibly taken away from their work 
to become soldiers. The authorities are reveng- 
ing themselves upon certain writers for the 
press who made satirical reports of proceed - 
ings on the part of the government by press- 
ing them into the army as privates and put- 
ting them through great hardships. Those 
classes of citizens who had been exempt from 
forced enlistment do not escape at this time, 
but even firemenand national guardsmen are 
made to join the regular forces, 


WILL ONLY REGARD THE WEATHER, 


Emperor William's Instructions as to the 
Winter Maneuvers. 

Buri, Jan. 8.—All the Colonels and com- 
manders of the guards and urmy corps have 
received detailed instructions in regard to the 
approaching winter maneuvers. The instruc- 
tions include an intimation that the Emperor 
may alarm the garrisons at any time, depend- 
ent, however, upon the weather. 

Five Children Lost While Skating. 

While a number of children were skating 
on the Spree at Cottbus, Brandenburg, today, 
the ice gave way and twenty-five fell into the 
river. Assistance was rendered by other 
skaters and persons from tne shore 
and twenty of the children were 
rescued. Theother five, however, sank before 
assistance could reach them and perished. 

Cause of Mutiny in the Cameroons. 


The Colonial Office states that the recent 
mutiny in the Cameroons was entirely due to 
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who were serving the Germans in return for 
the price paid for their freedom. It is stated 
that Lieut. Morgen or Baron Stettin will 
probably be appointed Governor of the Cam- 
eroons, Capt. Kramsch of the imperial navy 
sailed today with 140 marines on a special 
steamer from Kiel forthe Cameroons. There 
is no news to indicate that more trouble is ex- 
pected, 


STORM IN THE ENGLISH CHANNEL, 


Packet Service Disturbed and Many Ves- 
sels Thought to Be Lost. 

Lonpow, Jan. 3.— A“ blinding snowstorm, 
accompanied by a heavy wind and furious 
sea, prevailed in the English Channel last 
night. The packet service between English 
and French ports was interrupted, and some 
of the steamers suffered damage. The packet 
from Ostend was unable to land at Dover ow- 
ing to the tremendous sea and put out into 
the channel again to await high water, when 
it was thought the storm would abate some- 
what, 

A dispatch from Broadstairs, on the east 
coast .of the Isle of Thanet, County of Kent, 
says that three vessels off that coast displayed 
signals of distress late last evening, and that 
the Broadstairs lifeboat put out to render as- 
sistance. No headway could be made against 
the gale and the bout was compelled to stand 
off and make for Ramagate, two miles 
south of Broadstairs. Here the assistance of 
a tug was procured and the lifeboat was 
towed to one of the disabled or wrecked 
vessels. In the meantime, so far as can be 
learned, two of the ‘vessels that had signaled 
for assistance had disappeared, and it is be- 
lieved by many. persons that they foundered. 
It is possible, however, that they managed to 
stand out to sea. It is said the Hfeboat stood 
by the remaining vessel and that it took off 
the crew this morning. 

The German ship George, Capt. Schotz, 
from Bremen for New York, which was towed 
into Dover Roads Jan. 1 disabled, was seen 
to be drifting on the shore at Dover during 
the gale. Tugboats went to its assistance, 
and itis thought that it was taken out of 
danger.

BY COUGHLIN JURORS.

Facts Elicited That Were Not Brought Out 
by the Questions of Attorney Situa- 
tion Grows Dramatic and the Repeti- 
tion of a Question Remands the Exam 
ination to the Lawyers The Story of 
the Call for Dr. Cronin and the History 
of Dinan’s White Horse. 

Some members of the Coughlin jury grew 
tired lawyers’ circumlocution yesterday 
and rted in to examine witnesses them- 
selves. Their success was phenomenal. In 
less than fifteen minutes they elicited from 
Charles Carlson the statement that he had 
been threatened with death should he testify 
against Coughlin. 

Charles Carlson wus first put on the stand 
Tuesday afternoon. His testimony was the 
same as that given by the other members of 
the Carlson “ene and was solely relative to 
the condition of the cottage before and after 
May 4, 1889. Being a prosecution witness 
he was examined by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Bottum, who asked him questions con- 
cerning little but the cottage. A few minutes 
before the time for adjournment Carlson was 
turned over to Mr. Donahoe for cross-ex- 


amination. Mr. Donahoe started in to im- 


peach the testimony of the witness by show- 
ing that Carlson had traveled all over the 
country with Officer Hurley and that all his 
expenses had been defrayed by the detective. 
Court adjourned leaving Carlson’s cross-ex- 
amination unfinished. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Attorney 
Donahoe returned to Witness Carlson. Be- 
fore proceeding far Juror Larson interrupted 
with a question. Juror Larson is a quiet, 
phlegmatie Swede who has a seat in the front 
row of the jury. His question had not the 
least bearmg on the matter under discussion, 
but it riveted the attention of the auditors 
and made Mr. Donahoe gasp. Two attempts 
were nade to put the closure on the inquisi- 
tive juror, but the attempt only. brought his 
colleagues to the rescue. Then it came. 
Question after question, answer after answer, 
and the jury were doing it all; Attorney Don- 
ah oe’s face was a study; Attorney Wing vig- 
orousiy polished his glasses. Even Dan 
Coughlin fidgeted, and there seemed to be 
reason, for statements most damaging to the 
defense were being elicited by the jury. 

An Indiscreet Question. 

Just as the examination began to grow dra- 
matic Juror Wadleigh Spoiled it all by asking 
the witness a question which had already been 
asked by counsel. Then Judge Tuthill inter- 


posed with: 

“You, gentlemen of the jury, had better 
let the lawyers examine the witnesses.

When Charles Carlson took the stand for the 
morning session Mr. Donahoe proceeded to 
cross-examine him as to the finding of a key 
on the. floor of the Carlson cottage.

Juror Larson’s 
question was therefore a greater surprise, It 
came in the following way:

safety deposit boxes had been taken out, but 
most of their contents had not deen 
disturbed, as if the burglars had 
been frightened away before completing 
their search. The safe blowers must have 
used dynamite in opening the safe and in a 
large quantity, as the safe is a total wreck, 
and a great deal of currency was blown to 
pieces and lay scattered around the room. It 
does not seem possible that the report was 
not heard by some one, I am unable to state 
the amount taken. All of the gold and silver 
was taken, but a great deal of the cur. 
rency will be of no use to the thieves, 
as it was badly damaged in the 
explosion. The tools used by the burg- 
lars were ‘taken from a bläcksmith shop 
near by, and this would indicate that it is the 
work of local crooks, Franklin Grove people 
think it the work of tramps. But no ordinary 
tramp could do as smooth a job as that with- 
out a great deal oi experience.” 

It is said that two strangers from Chicago 
have been hanging around the town for the 
last three days, and have been seen in com- 
pany with a resident of the village who. has a 
rather shady reputation. Possibly this fact 
may cast some tight on the subject. There is 
no doubt the robbery has been planned for 
some time, and that when the facts are known 
the people of the town will be surprised at 
the identity of the persons interested in' it.

The Rev. M. PF. Dowling Pieased with the 
Prospects of His New Station. 

The Rev. M. P. Dowling, S. J., who was re- 
cently appointed by the General of the Order 
of Jesuits to succeed the Rev. Father Kelly as 
pastor of the Church of the Holy Family, 
Twelfth and May streets, arrived in Chicago 
from Detroit, Mich., yesterday morning at 8 
o’clock over the Michigan Central.

He expressed himself as being 
fully cognizant of the importance and mag- 
nitude of the responsibilities and obligations 
which devolve upon & pastor of a congrega- 
tion of 80,000 people, and in which there are 
so many poor, To a reporter for Tux IRIS 
ung he said last night: 

It is with unfeigned pleasure that I enter 
upon the duties of my new station. I antici-

Till receive the same hearty cooperation 
from the members of the Holy Family Parish 
as did my predecessor, who has repeatedly re- 
ferred to their loyalty. Father elly 
has undoubtedly proven himself to be 
one of the most capable pastors 
of our order, and, although | will judge all 
things according to their merits, it is highly 
probable that I will succeed my predec essor 
with little or no change and innovation. * 

Father Dowling is the second of his family 
to be stationed at the Church cf the Holy 
Family, his brother, the Rev. James A. Dowl- 
ing, S. J., having been stationed there seven 
years ago. He is now in Kansas City. The 
initiation ceremonies ot Father Dowling next 
Sunday will be simple, He will probably de- 
liver the sermon of the day.

DULGE IN STINGING REMARKS, 


Republican Senator and Democratic Rep- 
resentative Find Grievous Fault with 
the Cabinet Member, Who Is the Cham- 
Pion of the Trusts—How the Beer and 
Whisky Combines Have Been Favored 
by the Tariff-Wrecking. Bourbons— 
Truckling to Foreigners. 

Wasniscron, D. C., Jan. 3.— [Special. 
Attorney-General Olney will not be left to 
champion the cause of the trusts in peace and 
quiet. His elaborate defense of them in his 
annual report and the thinly veiled attack he 
makes on the Sherman anti-trust law have 
waked up some of the Congressmen who 
helped frame that law. Senator Sherman 
comments on Olney with a good deal of caus- 


tic vigor. Among other things he says: 

Mr. Olney has not given the law a fair con- 
struction. I would say, furthermore, that it is 
plain from his statement that he does not care to 
carry out the law. Ifthe law is so fatally, de- 
fective why does not Mr. Olney suggest some leg- 
islation which would make an anti-trust law 
effective? He says nothing on this point, con- 
— himself with the statement that it cannot 

pplied. It is the old Democratic style of 
doing things--great promises and no perform- 
andes. You know I have little faith in Demo- 
cratic promises. Trusts have been reached in 
State courts. It id singular that a Federal law 
cannot reach them. The report may be summed 
up in the statement that he does not intend to 
carry out the law. 

Representative Geary, a California Demo- 
crat, also attacks the Attorney-General. He 
demands that Cleveland put Olney out of the 
Cabinet. Says Mr. Geary: 

Mr. Olney’s course throughout has been so con- 
sistent that it is fair to assume that so Jong as 
he is in office he will continue to follow his pros 
ent policy of enforcing certain laws and ignoring 
others, The great danger of such a course can- 
not be overestimated. It is, in fact, an overturn 
ing of all our institutions, and a complete sub- 
version of the Constitution. In justice to him- 
self, to his party, and to his country the Presi- 
dent should d demand Mr. Olney's resignation 
from an office which he has only succeeded in 
disgracing. 


WHISKY AND BEFR TRUSTS IN FAVOR, 


Democrats on the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Are Taking Care of Them. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 3.+~[Speciat: |-— 
Democracy: is good to the whisky and beer 
trusts. The whisky men wanted the tax on 
distilled spirits increased and the bonded: pe- 
riod extended. The Democratic majority in 
the Ways and Means committee adopts Secre: 
tary Carlisle’s recommendation. and gives it 
to them. The brewers’ trust and the English 
syndicates objected vehemently to any in- 
crease in the tax on beer, and none is pro- 
posed. It ‘would be much easier to get $16,- 
000,000 by adding 50 cents to the beer tax 
than it will be to get $10,000,000 from | the 
whisky tax. Besides, if the beer tax were in- 
creased the increase could be collected at 
once and there would be no chance for specu- 
lative jobbery, as is inevitable with the whis- 
ky tax. Making the latter apply to whisky in 
bond will not prevent the Peoria-Wall street 
crowd from pocketing a int of money. Of. 
ficials of the Internal Revenue Bureau say it 
will be along time till any additiona! reve. 
nue can be d because advantage will be 
taken of the extension of the bonded period. 

Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means committee who had been saying that 
they would let whisky alone are sheepish. 


| They were quite positive in their statement a 


few days ago that nothing would be done be- 
cause whatever way they turned in the direc- 
tion of an increase the only sure result. would 
be several million dollars ta the speculators. 
The Kentucky distillers have for years been 
clamoring for an extension of the bonded pe- 
riod, The government has always yg it. 
Since Secretary Carlisle became the d of 
the Treasury Department the government's 
position has been less aggressive. As an in- 
dependent proposition the votes should never 
be secured to extend the bonded period. But 
the watchful Kentuckians saw their chance 
and they came in on the deal with the whisk 
trust, whereby the tax is raised and the bond 
ed period extended eight years asa part of 
tariff legislation. 

The Whisky trust used to ha ve some Stand- 
ard oil pipe-lines, which kept it in elose con- 
nection with influential Democrats of 
national prominence. The connection does 
not seem to have been lost. The English 
brewing syndicates have been equally 
fortunate. Aside from the hold the brewers 
have had on the Democratic party these 
syndicates were lucky enough to get an inter- 
est in the breweries of Frank Jones, the lead- 
ing Democratic boss of New England, while 
the Milwaukee concerns had the benefit of 
National Committeeman Wall's influence. 
So the Ways and Means committee proposes 
to make barley, hops, corks, and. bottles 
cheaper for the brewers, without making beer

SON’S DEATH IS A FAMILY DISASTER, 


Accidentally Killed by a Brother and All 
Succumb to ock. 


Jzurrensonvitss, Ind., Jan. 3.—A few days 


ago Edward John Noe. 18 years old, of Wat- 
son, was accidentally shot and instantly killed 
by his brother Edward while coon hunting. 
Edward became insane over his brother's 
death and wandered from where the shooting 
took place and since rfo trace of him has been 


found. It is feared he hag killed himself. 
The mother of the boys was dangerously ill at 


the time and the news of her son’s death was 
for a while kept from her. She later learned 
of the tragedy and was unable to survive the 
shock and died. Since the death of his wife, 
the killing of one son, and ota disa rance 
of the other, Noe, the hus and 
father, has become 8 ill and his death 
is momentarily expected.

Misappropriation Funds. 

Sioux Crry, Ia., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—The 
grand jury is investigating charges of misap- 
propriation of funds made against members 
of the County Board of Commissioners. The 
claim is that fraudulant returns of road work 
were make by Road Supervisers working un- 
der Commissioners, and' that large sums of 
meney were procured in this way by the Com- 
missioners and Supervisers. Charges have also 
been made to the grand jury against two Con- 
stables and one Justice of the Peace. It is

He Is Disinherited by the Act of His 
Mother, but the Defense Claims He Is 
Not Mrs. Bohn’s Son An Adopted 
Daughter Made the Beneficiary — No 
Biackstone Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, but Its Affairs in Bad Shape. 


Mount Canrzorz, III., Jan. 3.—[Special.}— 
Two and a half years ago Samuel Bohn, a 
farmer living near Lanark, died leaving an 
estate valued at $80,000. There was no will 
found, but there was left behind a widow, an 
adopted daughter, Leonnetta Bohn, anda 
boy about 10 years old, Charles D. Bohn. A 
few days after Mr. Bohn’s death Leonnetta 
eloped to Wisconsin with one Samuel Methe- 
ney and was there married. Metheney wasa 
nephew of Bohn and seemed to exercise con- 
siderable influence over Mrs. Bohn, who is 
somewhat superstitious. Conrad Lamp, a 
neighboring farmer, was appointed adminis- 
trator of Bohn’s estate and went about set- 
tlng up matters. Mrs. Bohn set 
forth in a sworn. affidavit before 
the County Court that Leonnetta Metheney 
was the only legal heir to the estate. The 
case was fully settled in the County court 
when W. H. A. Renner, the attorney in the 
case, discovered that the boy Charles had 
been left out. Edward Glotfelty of Lanark 


was persuaded to take up the case for Charles | 


D. Bohn, and Renner and O. F. Woodruff of 
Morrison were employed to look after the 
boy’s interests. Testimony taken before a 
special master reveals the following facts. 

Dr. Royal P. Wales, now of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., but formerly of Mount Car- 
roll, swore that he had treated Mrs. Bohn 
immediately before and after a child was 
born, but not at the time. The complainant 
tested his case last Tuesday and proved by 
ten or fifteen witnesses that Samuel Bohn in 
his lifetime acknowledged that Charles D. 
Bohn was his son. By many witnesses it has 
been shown that in his lifetime he not only 
said the boy was his child, but at the time of 
its birth he was proud of the advent of the 
son in his household, The evidence shows 
he treated his neighbors generously on ac- 
count of the new advent. 

Miss Amelia Howe, now about 20 years 
old, testified that withina day or two after 
learning a baby had arrived at the Bohn resi- 
dence, in company with her grandmother, 
Amelia being only about 14 years of e at 
that time, she called at the hn residence. 
She testifies that Mrs. Bohn was confined to 
her bed and at her side was an infant. She 
took the infant in her arms at the 
time, but says she cannot tell its 
age, not even to approximation. Her 
father testified in the case that .it was 
only a day or two after the birth of the child 
had been announced when his daughter Ame- 
lia called at the Bohn residence as she testi- 
fied. A number of witnesses corroborate the 
fact that Mrs. Bohn is the mother of the child 
Charles D. Bohn. 

Mrs. Bohn was examined as a witness upon 
both sides. She testified in substance that 
her son, Charles D. Bohn, was born Feb. 23, 
1882. Upon her cross-examination she was 
asked by Mr. Crain if it was not a fact if 
she, in signing the petition for letters of ad- 
ministration before the County Court, did not 
fail to state that Charles D. Bohn was one of 
the heirs of Samuel Bohn.

WILL REGISTER WwiTHOUT COERCION. 


Indications That the Chinese Will Comply 
with the Law. 

The work of sending out notices requiring 
Chinese laborers to appear at the office of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue and be regis- 
tered was completed yesterday. These notices 
were posted in all the Chinese restaurants and 
stores and nearly all the laundries. Yester- 
day morning Chau Pak’ Sun, Lee Wah, and 
two or three other educated Chinese went to 
Collector Mize’s office to make inquiries in 
regard to the law, but not even one Mongo- 
lian presented himself for registration. We 
do not expect to do anything for a few days,”’ 
said Deputy Collector Laudergren, for they 
must have their photographs taken before 
they can be — „ We do not ex- 
pect any rush, for we have impressed upon 
the leaders who have been in that it will be 
better for the Chinese and for us too for 
them to come in a few at atime. There does 
not seem to be any objection to registration 
among the 2,500 to 4,000 Chinamen in the 
city, and we feel confident they will all com- 
ply with the law.

AGREEING ON AN INCOME TAX. 

Six out of the eleven Democratic members 
of the Committee on Ways and Means have 
voted in favor of a general income tax of 2 
per cent on all incomes over $4.000. The 
other members of the committee will stand by 
the action of the majority, the Democrats in 
the House will feel bound to sustain the com- 
mittee, and the Democrats in the Senate will 
feel it their duty to stand by those in the 
House. Thus an inquisitorial tax offensive to 
the people, objectionable to the Northern 
Democrats whose representatives will vote for 
it,.which will foster unlimited fraud and per- 


jury, and which will produce no revenue for 


more than a year, is to become the law be- 
cause six out of eleven Democrats in the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means favor such a 
measure, That is the way in which laws are 
passed, 

It is true that many of the Northern Demo- 
cratic Congressmen are opposed to an income 
tax because they think it politically inexpe- 
dient as well as wrong. Some of them have 
said that they will not vote for such a measure 
under any circumstances. Among them are 
Cockran of New York and Gen. Black of this 
State. They could not use stronger language 
than they have used. If they and others who 


| feel like them will vote in accordance with 


their convictions the tax can be beaten in the 
House. But these brave words of resistance 
prior to the taking of a vote generally wind 
up in a meek, reluctant “‘ yes when the vote 
is taken. The crack of the party whip makes 
the most vehement protesters fall into line. 
It is not safe to assume that the Democratic 
„ kickers ” will kick much when the time for 
action comes. 

Of the six men who voted for the tax three 
are from the North—Bryan of Nebraska, By- 
num of Indiana, and Whiting of Michigan. It 
is easy to understand the action of the first. 
He isa free trader, a free silverite, and a 
semi-Populist. An income tax will hit and 
hurt those sections of the country and those 
classes towards which he cherishes hostile 
feelings, and that is another reason for his 
supporting it. If he could have his way the 
tax would be a graded one. Why Bynum and 
Whiting, representing constituencies which 
are opposed to and will be injured by an in- 
come tax, should be for such a measure is a 
mystery. Turner of Georgia was in doubt 
for some time as to his course. He went home 
during the holidays, and finding, as might 
have been expected, that his constituents were 
unanimous for the tax since it would affect 
the North and not touch them, he voted for it. 
If Messrs. Bynum and Whiting had canvassed 
their constituents as the Georgian did his 
and had been governed by their wishes they 
would have voted against the tax. 

It is estimated by the committee that this 

x’ will raise a revenue of thirty millions. 
Whether their estimate is correct or not, no 
man knoweth, and no man will know for 
more thana year, until the grand inquisitor 
and the petty inquisitors have been appointed, 
have examined the books and pried into the 
business affairs of all the merchants and 
manufacturers, have catechised all the men 
and women who seem to have any money, and 
have accumulated a vast mass of perjured re- 
turns, and formed some idea of the taxable 
wealth of the community. Then and not till 
then will it be known whether this tax will net 
thirty millions or some other sum. «There 
will be a contest between a spying, detective 
Federal bureau and a people who will resort 
to every device to escape a tax which they 
deem to be unjust, and it is impossible to say 
which side will come out ahead. 

If-that which the Committee on Ways and 
Means is after is to raise thirty millions, then 
that sum can be obtained with ease and cer- 
tainty. As was shown in yesterday’s Trispune 
a duty of five cents a pound on tea and coffee 
would bring in not tess than thirty-two and a 
half millions a year. 
producing revenue almost immediately. No 

would have tu be organized to collect 
it. There would be no attempts at perjury to 
defeat its collection. If there are any North- 
ern Democrats who are determined not to 
knuckle down to the South and vote a tax 
which it demands, because it will affect the 
North, they should propose a tea and coffee 
duty as a substitute for the income tax. They 
will stand on firm ground from a party point 
of view, for an income tax is not mentioned in 
the Chicago platform. and was not made an 
issue during the campaign, while that plat- 
form demanded duties for revenue only— 
duties on such articles as tea and coffee. 

But most of the Northern Democrats have 
no more staying power than their fathers or 
grandfathers when the Southern wing of the 
party gives. orders. They will vote for a 
measure which will make the atmosphere blue 
with false oaths, a demoralizing measure 
sapping the honesty and integrity of the com- 
munity. They will vote for it, not because 
they believe it to be right or because their 
constituents want it. They will vote for it as 
their fathers did for the Kansas-Nebraska bill 
forty years ago, because the ruling classes of 
their party insist on its adoption. : 

POTTERS REFUSE A Goop OFFER. 

A pottery in Trenton, N. J., which has 400 
employés and where great quantities of plain 
white china have been made, has been closed 
for some little time. The proprietor wishing 
to give his men work and desirous also that 
his plant should not remain idle longer than

was necessary made a proposition to the men 


last week. It was that he would pay them the 
highest rate of English wages for similar 
work plus the tariff duty. That is at this mo- 
ment 55 per cent.. So if the men had ac- 
cepted his offer and gone back to work they 
would have been given half as much azain as 
the best paid English workers are getting. A 
reduction in the tariff would be followed, of 
course, by a lowering of their wages.

wages when the bill passed. It may be there- 
fore that they have some wild hope that when 
the duty is reduced and protection lessened 
they can make a successful fight for the old 
wages, If that be so they have made a great 

mistake, ‘Theyswould have acted more wisely | 
by accepting the offer made them and going 
to work at once. 

When the Wilson bill has passed their em- 
ployer will make them ho better offer. He 
cannot afford to. If he pays ‘for labor more 
than his foreign rival pays, plus the protec. 
tion, whatever that may be, he will lose money 
on every bit of china he makes. Of course 
he will not consent to do that. Sooner or 
later the men will have to come to his terms 
They must ask less for their labor because 
they have less protection, and then, perhaps, 
they may think more highly of the protective 
prinziple than they did in 1892.

THE DISGUSTED BUSINESS-MEN. 

Interviews had with the business-men of 
Chicago, New York, and other cities show that 
they are intensely disgusted with the income 
tax scheme of the Ways and Means commit- 
tee. They will be worse disgusted, however, 
when they see itin practical operation, and 
when they find their accounts overhauled and 
books examined and the secrets of their busi- 
ness peered into by petty officials, and their 
affairs inquired into as closely and suspicious- 
ly as if they were dishonest distillers or 
smugglers. 

They must bear in mind the fact that this 
income tax legislation was not devised for the 
purpose of pleasing them, and their protests 
will not have the least effect on those Demo- 
crats, mostly from the South, who have been 
urging it. Those whom the income-taxers 
aim to please are the Populists, who have 
made such a tax one of the articles of their 
creed; the Southerners, nearly all of whom 
will escape, thanks to the $4,000 exemption, 
while the manufacturing and mercantile 
North will pay nearly all the thirty millions 
it is alleged the tax will raise; and the work- 
ingmen of the North, it is assumed, will 
be tickled with the notion of a heavy tex be- 
ing saddled on their employers while they 
themselves escape. 

The income-taxers will say to the working- 
men that they can see now how friendly the 
Democratic party is to the poor man, how it 
relieves him from taxes and makes of him a 
privileged individual free from the burdens 
of government and yet having the same vot- 
ing power as the men who bear all the 
burdens. And then the workingmen will be 
told that gratitude ought to prompt them to 
give their votes to the party which has made 
of them a pet class. 

It is quite true, as these business-men say iu 
their interviews, this tax is a war tax, that it 
is inquisitorial, that it breeds dishonesty, that 
it hits the honest and the conscieatious hard, 
for they pay a full tax while less scrupulous 
competitors pay next to nothing, and that it 
makes men liars and perjurers faster than all 
the moral agencies can make them truthful 
and honest. But it pleases the South and the 
Populists. It is, in the opinion of those 
Democrats who are running the party just 
now, a vote-getting measure, as it will please 
all who get less than $4,000. *Therefore they 
are for it, and will put it through though every 
' business-man in the United States went to 
Washington to protest against it. 


WORKING FOR SILVER MONOMETALLISM. 

Congressman Oates of Alabama would not 
feel comfortable without having offered his 
little silver bill, if only for the purpose of 
showing to his constituents that he is giving 
thought to the subject and sympathizes with 
some of them in their wish for cheap 
money.“ His bill provides that all of the sil- 
ver bullion now owned by the United States 
shall be coinéd as speedily as practicable into 
“standard silver dollars of the present 
weight and fineness, except that one-seventh 
part of it may be used for subsidiary coinage, 
that 40 millions of the dollars so coined shall 
be set apart for the redemption of the Treas- 
ury notes, the reserve thus formed to be 
kept up to 40 millions by the use of other 
silver dollars if necessary, and that any con- 
tract, public or private, hereafter made to 
pay in dollars may be satisfied by any lawful 
coin of the United States. 

The evident intent of this measure is to 
prepare the way for a slide or drop down to the 
silver mornometallic basis and level. It is to 
pave the way for silver becoming the sole 
money of redemption by eliminating all 


least partially retracting the pledge given by 
the Sherman act of 1890. It is to turn into 
half value coins the seigniorage' which has 
been bitten out of the silver purchased by the 
government. and use most of those half value 
coins in redeeming the Treasury notes that 
were issued against the purchases of silver 
made during the iast three years. The wick- 
edness of the latter part of the scheme will be 
apparent to everybody who considers that the 
silver purchases were made on a gold basis, 
which cguld not have been done but for the 
plain understanoing that those Treasury notes 
‘should be maintained at the value of their face 
in gold. The average price of all the silver 
purchased by the United States Government 
under the Sherman act was a little more than 
90 cents per ounce instead of the 81.29 
which it would be worth if 16 ounces of 
silver were of equal value with one ounce of 
gold. If the Treasury notes issued against it 
are still held by the silver miners, and they 
were required to part with them in exchange 
for silver dollars the redemption guaranty 
for which was taken away by the course of 
events which must follow the enactment of 
the Oates bill into a law, the said silver 
miners would get less than 50 cents’ worth of 
buying power for each ounce of silver they 
have sold in the last three and a half years. 
This piece of refined cruelty to the silver pro- 
ducers would be far more .atrocious than 
anything they have charged as being con- 
templated by the extreme gold monometal. 
lists. | 

The last provision of the Oates bill, that 
any contract hereafter made may be paid at 
maturity in any lawful coih of the United 
States, is entirely unnecessary except as lead- 
ing up to silver monometallism. No one now 
refuses to take silver dollars in full satisfac- 
tion of any debt except the few that specifical- 
ly have been made payable in gold. No per 
son in the United States will refuse so to take 
the silver dollars in the future unless men 
Und Oates should succeed in their insane ef- 
fort to break down the guaranty. of equality 
with gold, And if such guaranty were abol- 
ished, and it were enacted. by law that the 
silver dollar should be the only legal tender, 
the said dollar would not have a purchasing 
power of much more than half what it has 
under present arrangements. That would do 
no good to anybody except the rogues. # 

The Oates bill is not likely to become a law 
of the land, as the Populists are swinging 
away from support of the silver men, leaving 
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china from 55 per cent to 80 per cent. The

“HOWARD ” IS FOUND GUILTY. 

The United States Court at Jackson, Tenn., 
has found the notorious *‘ Rev. Frederick How- 
ard ’’ guilty on twenty-two counts of the in- 
dictment against him for violation of the 
United States postal laws. The crime was 
committed in connection with his bogus Eu- 
ropean claim agency, by which he defrauded 
American citizens out of many thousands of 
dollars. The nefarious scheme and its work- 
ings on the other side of the Atlantic were 
described in Tun Trrsunz of Dec. 14, on the 
occasion of the first trial, which resulted ina 
disagreement of the jury. The second trial 
has concluded witha conviction, which in 
large part was due to the giving of testimony 
by the Hon. Robert Lincoln, who was Minis- 
ter to England while Howard did most of 
his dirty work in London. 

The rascal’s method of procedure was to 
obtain the names and addresses of people liv- 
ing in out-of-the-way places in this country 
and write to them from New York that E. 
Ross had incidentally learned in England 
there was an estate valued at several million 
dollars belonging to the person selected fora 
victim, The interest of the expectant heir 
being thus excited he gradually was drawn on 
to the point of sending $24 or sometimes $31 
for ‘appraising fees. This ad vantage gained 
the victim heard no more directly from E. 
Ross, but after a short time would receive a 
letter from William Lord Moore of Lon- 
don stating that Ross was dead and professing 
a willingness to undertake the work of secur- 
ing the estate to the victim. When the sec- 
ond fee had been sent the correspondence was 
at an end, except in the few cases where the 
person fleeced thought it worth while to write 
again. Others were addressed by Moore 
without the Ross preliminary, but with the 
similar result of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. Minister Lincoln investigated, 
found ** Moore” to be a swindler, got him to 
acknowledge the fact toa Scotland Yard de- 
tective, and persuaded the police authorities 
to station a uniformed officer in front of the 
house, which soon made it too hot for 
Moore to stay there any longer.

there bloomed out in Jackson, Tenn., where 
he previously had officiated as a Baptist min- 
ister after having run away from Georgia 
with the wife of another man. It wasabouta 
year ago that he thus revisited the scene of 
his pastoral labors, opening an office and an- 
nouncing himself to be President of a rail- 
road scheme of great magnitude that was 
backed up by an English syndicate. It appears, 
however, that this was only a cloak to his 
continuanve of the swindle of illiterate peo- 
ple by claiming te be able to secure for them 
million-dollar estates in England. Last July 
the postoffice authorities scented him out and 
sent a detective to Jackson, who arrived 
there two days after Howard” had left 
for Chicago, ostensibly to visit the 
World's Fair. The scoundrel was arrested in 
this city, but gct off by dint of forged cre- 
dentials and such a distinguished air that the 
officials were afraid there was some mistake. 
From Chicago he went to Canada, and being 
followed thither by detectives went back to 
Jackson as if to ** brazen it out among the 
people who had listened to his ministrations 
in former years. On the first trial there he 
was positively identified as William Lord 
Moore by a London detective, but ingen- 
iously insisted that this man was himself a 
swindler, interested in trying to fasten the 
crime on Howard.“ This resulted in the 
disdgreement of the jury and the point was 
cleared up on the second trial by Mr. Lincoln, 
who positively identified the manas a Scot- 
land Yard detective. 

The result of this prosecution should be 
not only due punishment to the swindler, but 
the putting of a stop to the business of 
playing confidence games on unsuspecting 
people duped into believing that they are 
heirs to foreign estates. The business 
ought now to die out for lack of victims. It 
should be published far and wide that (in the 
language of Mr. Lincoln) there are no es- 
tates in chancery in England or in the Bank 
of England awaiting the finding of heirs to 
be distributed, and that it is safe to regard 
as a liar and impostor any man who pretends 
to have made such a discovery and to be will- 
ing to help to an estate for a pecuniary con- 
sideration. 1 


FLORIDA’S GOVERNOR AND THE THUGS. 

Gov. Mitchell of Florida has scored a strong 
point in his favor in his contest with Corbett 
and Mitchell, whom he happily stigmatizes as 
the “two thugs.” It will be remembered 
that the two fighters, by an arrangement of 
the Duval Athletic club, were arrested last 
week, brought before a County Judge, and 
bound over to the Criminal Court, where it 
was intended to release them by habeas cor- 
pus proceedings. The conspiracy, however, 
was thwarted by the prosecuting attorney of 
the court, who declined to prosecute on the 
ground that no information had been filed 
and that he had no witnesses, Thus the case 
was shoved out of court most unceremonious- 
ly. As the next move the ciub has asked Cor- 
bett and Mitchell to sign new articles of 
agreement by which they will be kept in 
ignorance of the time and place until within 
twenty-four hours of the fight. Mitchell has 
refused to sign the new artices, and now the 
club must try some other dodge or back out 
of the business entirely. 

Gov. Mitchell evidently is in earnest in this 
business. In an official communication he 
gives all concerned to understand that the 
fight will not take place in Florida unless the 
Supreme Court shall decide there is no State 
law forbidding prize-fights. He does not be- 
lieve it will be necessary to proclaim martial 
law, but if it is he will not hesitate to do so 
and to prevent the fight by all means within 
his power. He serves timely warning in the 
following vigorous style: There can be no 


doubt as to my position, and people who come 


here with the expectation of seeing the laws 
of the State violated by two thugs and their 
aiders and abettors will be disappointed.” 
This declaration from the Governor has the 
true xing to it. If the two thugs can get a 
favorable decision from the Supreme Court 
they will tight on Florida soil. If they can- 
not then they must go elsewhere or attempt 
to fight at their peril. That they cannot goes 
without saying, for the law of Florida ex- 
pressly forbids prize-fighting. The miserable 
plea that the proposed contest is only a box- 
ing match is too flimsy to be considered. 
However willing Corbett might be to fight in 
violation of law it is safe to say that Mitchell 
wilt not consent to take any risks of that sort. 
He has had some encounters with the law al- 
ready and has not enjoyed the results, It is

CANALS. 

The opening of the Manchester Ship Canal 
for purposes of Mavigation has peculiar im- 
portance for t people of Chicago, Our 
canal, it is true, ¶ in construction mainly for 
sanitary pur pos; but an effort is in progress 
to render it available also for navigation and 
the extension of our commerce. Like the 
Manchester canal he Chicago one was com- 
menced under difficulties. A special act of 
the British Parliament was a necessary pre- 
liminary of the Manchester work, just as an 
act of the Illinois General Assembly was of 
our drainage canal It would be well if the 
parallel ended her 

The original estifate of the cost of the 
Manchester watetWay was $40,000,000. 
Supplementary legiflation was necessary to 
raise $20,000,000 more. That was not Zuf- 
ficient and the prom#@ters had to go to Parlia- 
ment a third time fo borrowing powers. The 
total cost in the end figs been about $85.000,- 
000 or more than d@ble the original esti- 
mate. Let us hope that the original estimate 
for the Chicago draitzge channel will bear 
a closer proportion t the final cost. 

The Manchester Shih Canal has an average 
depth of 26 feet. Out anal is to have an av- 
erage depth of 22 feet, The Manchester peo- 
ple were satisfied with n average width of 
120 feet for a canal inignded wholly for nav- 
igation. Our Cooleys Misted on an average 
width of 160 feet withq apparent necessity. 
The Manchester eanal Wok ten years in its 
construction. Our canalwas promised with- 
in five years, but it will Sobably be as long 
in the making as the Maiighester affair.

He has walked the 
streets for months looking for work until they 
were reduced to destitution; now she comes a 
loig way to earn bread for him and three 
children and a mother. Her husband has 
found work for spring if they can get through 
until then, Another woman, the wife of a 
machinist, who has been very ill, got up from 
bed thoroughly enfeebled physically and men- 
tally to come here to work. Her husband 
comes for her regularly, though he, too, has 
been very ill for many weeks and is barely 
able to be out. O, I could tell you of any 
number of such cases and worse, far worse, 
but I must not speak of the confidences these 
women have given ine. They are too proud. 
It would hurt them too much to have their 
sorrows known. 

Driven Insane by Poverty. 


„One of the saddest features is that a num- 
ber of the women have been under such a 
continual nervous strain as the result of anx- 
iety and adversity that they are really on the 
verge of insanity. One poor creature in the 
room is hopelessly insane from this worry, 
but her mania is harmless, and we are trying 
to take care of her. What she earns here will 
buy food, and the woman of whom she rents 
her room lets her work for her one day a week 
to pay her rent. Indeed, all the women come 
to us in a nervous state, the result of the con- 
stant strain. It is an immeasurable relief for 
them to have some one to talk to and to feel 
that the Woman's clubis backing them up. 
It soothes them to confide their troubles to 
me or some one of the committee, and the 
ce Ran a of their fellow-workers cheers 
them. 

„We are getting every woman we can out 
of this room by finding them situations. If 
the women of Chicago would only employ 
some of these at low wages and have the 

tience to teach them housework they would 

© a grand thing for them and would also 
benefit themselves. They are bright enough, 
willing, and industrious; they only need a 
little training. We are on the lookout for 


situations of ‘all kinds and we have placed 


several of the women already. 

J can say to the credit of the negro popu- 
lation of Chicago that we have. few colored 
applicants for work here. They are proud 
and are always on the alert for work. I have 
one colored girl, quiet and well bred, and an 
expert seamstress.

How the Scheme Was Worked. 


William Smith of Kansas City is accused of 
working the scheme on the society with the 
aid of O. C. Kneale. Smith declared that he 
owned sixty-one hlocks of improved property. 


He showed maps and — of the town, with 


photographs of buildings supposed to have 
been erected along the bank of the Willow 
River. Previous to the attempt to ob- 
tain a loan from the society on this property 
there had been some business transactions be- 
tween ©, C. Kneale, O. W. Kneale, and Smith, 
who had bought and transferred and retrans- 
ferred the land from one to another. When 
Smith came before the society he was backed 
up by certain officers of the concern. it is 
said he deciared he purchased the 2 
from O. C. Kneale for $150,000, that a large 
and thriving population literally swarmed on 
the land, and that buildings would be erected 
rapidly. 

O. C. Kneale was at one time connected 
with the affairs of the American Building, 
Loan, and Investment society, which has been 
so hopelessly mismanaged, and is now con- 
nected with a Railway Men's Codéperative 
Banking society, which has headquarters in 
the Masonic Temple. 

The present officers of the company are: 
President, Dr. J. Hetrick; Treasurer, J. F. 
Wood; Secretary, P. A. McCarthy; Directors, 
J. I. Shea and J. M. Neufer. Dr. Hetrick is 
a Fort Wayne man who was induced to con- 
nect himself with the society during the Fair. 
He claims to know little of the past history of 
the organization and the records kept by the 
various Secretaries are of little help to him. 

Suit for a Receiver. 

Dec. 8 John J. Heysel brought suit for the 
appointment of a receiver for the concern. 
Ex-Solicitor-General Aldrich, who acted for 
the society, demanded that, in whatever way 
the suit was settled, the State Auditor should 
be asked to make an examination of the 
books. The plaintiff in the suit was given 
leave to amend his bill and the action is still 
pending. The inspectors claim to have found 
that William Rauguth, the Secretary of the 
National before the Tindolph administration, 
had made a false return to the State Auditor 
in February; 1893. In that return he had 
stated under oath that there was a surplus 
profit of $20,000. 

A full report on the affairs of the associa- 
tion will be made Saturday to Auditor Gore. 
Unless a satisfactory expianation is made by 
the people who engineered the Jewett Mille 
loan a suit will be brought against them and 
a motion will be made to put the affairs of 
the society in the hands’of a receiver unless it 
can be shown that the interests of stockhold- 
ers can be protected.

Union Pacific Uses the Lomax Tickets. 

Oman, Neb., Jan. 3.— [Special. The new Lo- 
max improved tickets have gone into use on the 
Union Pacifié railway.

TO BUILD DYNAMITE-PROOF SAFES, 


Managers of Express Companies Profess 
Ignorance of the Proposed Experiments, 
The use of dynamite in connection with 

recent express car robberies has attracted the 

attention of safe companies to the extent that 
dynamite-proof safes are said to be under- 
going tests of different kinds. The idea is to 
get a safe that the strongest charge of the ex- 
plosive will not effect. An agent in the Wind- 
sor Hotel yesterday said he was here from the 
East toconduct several tests of that kind. 


He said: 

All that has been necessary so far was to hang 
or glue a stick of dynamite toa safe and it was 
sure to come. The first explosion would spring 
the iron so that the explosive could be placed in 
a good position and then two or tee trials 
would open the entire safe. Weare now experi- 
menting upon safes which will resist this. To do 
this I believe a round safe, with no flat surfaces, 
would be just the thing. Our experiments will 
be continued until something is built for the ex- 
pene companies that will resist dynamite for so 

ong a time that attempted robbery will be use- 
less. No safe can be made that a crook cannot 
open if he has time enough. 

At the offices of the various express com- 
panies total ignorance of the whole matter 
was professed, Officials declared they were 
entirely satisfied with the present safes and 
saw no reason to desire changes. The Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Weils-Fargo Ex- 


press company said: 

None of our through safes have ever been 
robbed. The steel vauits inside the big safes are 
globular in form and dynamite can get no hold 
— 5 them. f they were square-cornered it 

ight be different ut as itis they are reason- 

bly proof against dynamite. All that robbers 
—— get from us is local matter. We contemplate 
no changes of any sort and I know of no experi- 
ments being carried on with dynamite. 

Supt. Stuart of the American Express com- 
pany also R to know nothing of the 
matter. 

Our safes are proof agairst dynamite, I think, 
although dynamite has never been used on any 
of our safes. Dynamite has been used on the 
cars, but the robbers have been frightened away 
before they got at the safes or else the messen- 

ers, under the compulsion of a cocked pistol, 

ave opened them and saved the robbers the 
necessity of using any explosive. We contem- 
plate no changes and know of no experiments.

I do not think our company is preparing to 
make any changes in its safes. The ones in use 
now are satisfactory. We have had no losses 
through safes being cracked with dynamite.
